Mr. James Drlng told of his troubled 


Horn lack of sewerage, and Postmaster 
A.U. Landers, who has recently bought 
property in that region, spoke In favor 
of the petition. 


Capt. J. P. Cotton, former street com- 


mimlouer, told of the original plans for 
the main sewer stating that It was tliu 
intention to'run a tunnel through near 
the state;house which would take care 
of thta section of land. The.idea was 
abandoned in order to economize. A 
pumping station is reasonable and could 
be Installed at a moderate cost, not to 
exceed $20,000. 11 cou id be o perated by 
electric power with an automatic pump 
and the cost of operation would not be 
large.

Mr. William H. Lawton, former 


street commissioner, presented his plan 
for the sewerage system aud also a 
report tbat he had unade a number of 
years ago. 
His plan called 
for a 


50,000 gallon tank and a puinp with a 
capacity of 400,000 gallons a day. 
The 


cost of installing the system would he 
$12,050, and the yearly costof opera- 
tion would be $1200. 


Mr. Charles E. Lawton in behalf of 


the board of health, told of the troubles 
of the board in trying to abolish nui- 
sances. The tract of land from Bath 
road 
to Powel avenue, to Whiteli.il! 


street, to head of Almy court, com- 
prises 200 to 250 acres without any 
sewerage. The board of health is help- 
less in this section and finds nuisances 
on Kay street which cannot be han- 
dled. The board wants a system of 
sewerage installed as soou as possible. 


Hon. John H. Crosby called atten- 


tion to the way in which other swamps 
had been built upon as soon as a sew- 
erage system was installed aud thought 
the city would not lose anything hy go- 
ing to this expense. 


Other speakers, all in favor of the 


petition, were Mr. James B. Cotlrell, 
Mr. Arthur B. Mumford, Mr. Thomas 
Tracey, Mayor Boyle, and Mr. John 
Mason.

"The Maiueexperitueuleni could uot 


discover any rueaug by which the her- 
riug flavor could be replaced by that 
of the sarJiuei aud tbe busiueaa ended 
m failure: but the smart New Yorker* 
after a few experiments of tbeir own, 
bit upou a mixture or bleud of spices 
and oils for a packing sauce that made 
a sardine of a herring in a twinkling, 
aud a gigantic industry has sprung 
from that simple discovery. Not ouly 
are sardine* made from comuiou her- 
ring uow, but from youug uea trout, a 
little ush called tha morauee, and 
several other species or varieties of h'sh, 
all 
perhaps, herring of a lesser or 


greater growth, 


"The herring, of which the Yankee 


sardines are made, are never more 
than four inches long, aud the calcb- 
iug of them keeps hundreds of people 
busy along tbe coast of Maine and 
New Brunswick. 


"The way they are handled at the 


factories is a eight worth going all the 
way to Maine to see. Tbe Qsh are 
taken from ihe lisheries immediately 
to the factories. There they are piled In 
heaps ou long tables. 1 have beard 
mauy a New York rustic boast of tbe 
facility with which he cau skiu a cat- 
lint), but if he could see some of the 
boys aud girls who work iu those sar- 
diue factories clean these herring tbe 
would never mention his skinning fish 
agaiu. I watched, a eeveuteen-year- 
old'girl go through this operation one 
day, and timed her. Sue beheaded 
aud gutted seventy-live herring every 
minute for ten minutes, without a miss 
or halt, and they told ine there were 
hundreds more who could do the same 
thing aud keep It up all day. 


"New York is the great wholesale 


centre for these Yankee sardines. 
Some idea of tbe magnitude of tbe 
business may be had when I tell you 
that cue' factory alone iu Lubec—aud 
there are other factories doing quite a 
large trade—has made mid sold as 
high as two million boxes of sardines in 
a year, besides the large quantity of 
sea trout aud other brands of trans- 
formed herring it disposed of."—New 
York dun.
